Day Lilies require so little 
attention and are so easily grown 
that the amateur will find great 
satisfaction in including them in 
The Day Lily is 
beautiful as a border, or plant- 
led in front of tall foundation 
plants. They are colorful, and 
give accent notes to the garden 
when a few clumps are planted 
at intervals in the flower beds. 
For borders, it would be better! 
to use the dwarf or semi-dwarf, 
while the taller varieties would 
be more “suitable to use with 
taller foundation plants. 

The long rope-like roots pene- 
trate through an unusually large 
mas of soil; the ability of these 
roots to store water against un- 
favorable seasons and their ac- 
ceptance of high soil tempera- 
ture are in large part respons- 
ible for the success of this gar- 
den favorite. 

Day Lilies may be transplant- 
led at any time of the year, but 
best results are obtained by di- 
viding the clumps after they| 
bloom. 
Lift the heavy clumps and 
shake off the heavy dirt and you 
will see that the clump will di- 
vide into units all having root 
stems, leaves, and buds. Take! 
each unit and carefully plant 
at the same level as before mo 
ing.
